BUS CHAOS BLAMED ON 
TEETHING PROBLEMS 

NEW LAYOUT TACKLES ISSUES AFTER NORTH GATE TRAFFIC WOES 


Highways engineers worked 
through Monday night to 
quickly create a new layout 
around the new North Gate 
bus station after its first full 
day of operation descended 
into chaos. 

An emergency meeting was 
called, involving Northamp¬ 
ton Borough Council, North¬ 
amptonshire County Council 
and Northamptonshire Po¬ 
lice, to try to ensure the sta¬ 
tion and surrounded traffic 
flow worked on Tuesday. 

In a statement released 
by Northampton Borough 
Council, traffic chaos which 
brought the town centre to 
gridlock on Monday, was 
blamed on a sudden increase 
in traffic using College Street 
and Bradshaw Street. 

The council said this was 
possibly compounded by the 
phasing of the traffic lights on 
Bradshaw Street and the Dra¬ 
pery, and pedestrians cross¬ 


ing the Drapery and Sheep 
Street against the traffic sig¬ 
nals. 

Actions taken included: 

• Creating anew road layout at 
the junction of College Street 
and Bradshaw Street, to en¬ 
sure buses leaving North Gate 
are given priority 

• Police officers and parking 
enforcement officers will have 
a high profile presence around 
the town centre to enforce the 
existing traffic regulations 

• These include no vehicles 
except buses and taxis are 
permitted to use the Drapery, 
and no vehicles except buses 
should be travelling north 
from Sheep Street to turn in¬ 
to Lady’s Lane 

• A yellow box junction cre¬ 
ated at the junction of Brad¬ 
shaw Street and Sheep Street 
to stop vehicles blocking the 
junction; and at the top of 
Sheep Street junction with 
Greyfriars travelling north. 

A spokesman said: “The 


situation will be monitored 
closely and contingency plans 
can be put in place if traffic be¬ 
gins to build up again. Long¬ 
er term solutions to assist in 
the free movement of traffic 
around the bus station will al¬ 
so be considered.” 

Councillor David Mackin¬ 
tosh, leader of Northampton 
Borough Council, thanked the 
agencies involved for working 
together to resolve the situa¬ 
tion as quickly as possible. 

He said: “I know that bus¬ 
es are vital to our town and it 
is absolutely critical we get it 
right, we are all committed to 
working together to make sure 
we do.”

Northampton Borough Coun¬ 
cil and Northamptonshire 
County Council have apolo¬ 
gised for the “major teething 
problems” which marred the 
opening of the new North Gate 
bus station on Monday. 

In a joint statement, the two 
local authorities said they had 
looked at the traffic manage¬ 
ment plans as a “matter of ur¬ 
gency” after traffic in the town 
centre ground to halt. 

The statement said they 
had identified the issues that 
caused gridlock. 

They claimed things had 
worked well during the initial 
rush hour but problems arose 
in mid-morning. 

“We knew that there would 
be teething problems as there 
are bound to be with any such 
major project and we acknowl¬ 
edge that these were major,” 
they said. 

“We apologise to all the mo¬ 
torists and bus passengers 
who were caught up in the de¬ 
lays and we thank them and 
acknowledge their concerns.” 

On the opening day, Coun¬ 
cillor David Mackintosh, lead¬

er of Northampton Borough 
Council, was in London for a 
meeting, but said he had been 
kept up-to-date about what 
was happening. 

He said: “We are work¬ 
ing with our colleagues from 
Northamptonshire County 
Council and the bus compa¬ 
nies to try to find out what 
caused these issues and to re¬ 
solve them. 

“We asked Northampton¬ 
shire Police to help support 
our staff in directing traffic, 
so that we could concentrate 


on resolving the situation.” 

Deputy leader of North¬ 
ampton Labour Group, 
Councillor Lee Mason, said it 
had been a “disastrous first 
day for the new bus inter¬ 
change”. 

She said: “For a few hours 
it was total chaos. People were 
very frustrated about the dis¬ 
ruption and rightly so. 

“This was an appalling 
state of affairs. We also need 
an assurance this won’t hap¬ 
pen again. We supported the 
new bus interchange in prin¬ 


ciple, but technical matters 
like managing traffic flows 
should have been planned for 
previously.” 

Sally Beardsworth, lead¬ 
er of the Liberal Democrats 
at the borough council, said: 
“I spoke to one of the drivers 
who said we had gone back 38 
years. 

“There was lots of pension¬ 
ers who were left bewildered 
about where they were going 
to go. It was absolute chaos. 

“It is such a shame because 
a lot of old people use the bus¬ 
es and it’s freezing in the bus 
station and there’s no heating. 

Rose Gibbins, UKIP pro¬ 
spective parliamentary candi¬ 
date for Northampton South, 
said it was a “disgrace” that 
Mr Mackintosh had been in 
London rather than being in 
Northampton to supervise 
the opening of the new bus 
station. 

Ms Gibbins said: “Most 
people appreciated there was 
a need for a new bus station 
but if they had listened to the 
concerns of the public then 
perhaps they would have got 
one that worked.”

A Zimbabwean midwife and 
her Northampton colleagues 
gave up two weeks’ holiday to 
take equipment, baby clothes 
and expertise to the hospital 
where she was born. 

Northampton General Hos¬ 
pital midwife, Sam Tennyson, 
from Bulowayo, returned with 
colleagues Denise Flemming, 
Gill Albany-Ward and Surayya 
Jaber to work at Mpilo Hospi¬ 
tal. They took baby clothes 
and £1,400 of medical equip¬ 
ment and helped to care for 
mothers in labour. 

Mrs Tennyson, who had 
her own daughter there 19 
years ago, said:“Once I had 
trained to be a midwife I 
thought I could go back to 
Mpilo to give help. 

“The staff work very hard 


but they have to work with 
what they have. There is a high 
mortality rate at the hospital 
which is hard to bring down 
because they don’t have the 
proper resources.” 

They took basic medical 
supplies, such as needles and 
syringes, and specialist equip¬ 
ment such as sonic aides.

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Plans for new 
council office 
put forward 


Detailed plans for the new 
headquarters of Northamp¬ 
tonshire County Council in the 
centre of Northampton were 
submitted last week. 

The scheme will centralise its 
town-based staff out of an ex¬ 
isting stock of 12 other build¬ 
ings. 

The council said the devel¬ 
opment would save taxpay¬ 
ers up to £54 million in future 
building maintenance costs, 
outweighing the costs of the 
work. 

Leader of the council, 
Councillor Jim Harker, said: 
“This is another critical step 
in our journey in making 
this ambitious and exciting 
project a reality. 


“This project is all about 
helping to regenerate North¬ 
ampton town-centre as part 
of the Northampton Alive 
project, while also ensuring 
our own office accommoda¬ 
tion is as efficient and as cost 
effective as possible. 

“Not only will this scheme 
bring thousands of people 
and hence spending power 
into the town but also offers 
us the opportunity to get out 
of the buildings we simply can 
no longer afford to keep. 

“Put simply we can no 
longer afford our current 
portfolio of properties in 
Northampton. 

“Because of their age our 
current stock of buildings 
cost us £53,000 a week just to 


keep running. This is clearly 
not sustainable. 

“By investing now in one 
new energy efficient and fit 
for purpose office we will save 
taxpayers money for years to 
come. 

“I am delighted to now be 
in position to submit these 
plans. 

“They are another example 
of how working together with 
partners is really seeing ex¬ 
citing development in North¬ 
ampton - which is so critical 
to the economic prosperity of 
the whole county.” 

The county council has 
predicted that the scheme will 
boost town trade by up to £12 
million by moving 2,000 em¬ 
ployees into the town centre.

Mercury 
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Fire crews praised 
for saving 16 cattle 


Quick-thinking fire crews 
have been praised for 
saving the lives of 16 cattle 
after an arson attack 
destroyed a barn. 

The fire, which was being 
treated as suspicious, engulfed 
a barn at Malabar Farm on Bad- 
by Road West, near Daventry, 
and was in danger of spreading 
to adjoining buildings where 
the livestock was being kept.

all the animals.” 

Several appliances were 
called out to the fire on Febru¬ 
ary 21, which started at around 
7.30pm and destroyed the 
brick-built barn and an esti¬ 
mated 60 tonnes of straw. 

After being contained, the 
fire was left to burn itself out, 
which it eventually did by the 
following Monday. The owners 
of the 1,000-acre farm are now 
waiting to hear from loss ad¬ 
justers to assess the true cost 


of the damage. 

The barn’s roof was made 
from asbestos and the scene of 
the fire is now fenced off until 
any potentially dangerous ma¬ 
terials can be safely removed 
by specialist contractors. 

Mark Coles, who works for 
the farm’s owner, said: “By the 
time I got there, everything 
was well alight. The fire service 
definitely did the right thing 
by letting the cattle out when 
they did.”

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Tributes to top rider Syd 


Tributes have been paid to a 
motorcycle enthusiast who 
dedicated 40 years of his life 
to instructing other riders, 
only stopping, aged 79, when 
he could not get insurance. 

Syd Crane received the British 
Empire Medal in 1993 for his 
efforts to training novice rid¬ 
ers in the county, which he did 
from 1964 until 2004. 

A former Royal Air Force 
firefighter and Northampton 
Motoryclists Club member, 
Mr Crane also loved the uke- 
lele, and once played a show 
with the Beverley Sisters sing¬ 
ing trio. 

Mr Crane, of Westone, 
died aged 89 on February 16. 
Described by his family as a 
“small man with a big person¬ 
ality,” Mr Crane had pre-paid 
for his own funeral, and left a 
sticky note on the paperwork 
telling his family to contact 
the Chron when he died to 
write a piece about him. 

Born to Herbert and Win¬ 
ifred on August 5,1924, Mr 
Crane grew up in Weston 
Favell village. He went to Ce¬ 
dar Road then Clare Street 
schools, and was a chorister 


at St Edmund’s Church. 

After serving in the RAF 
and dedicating his life to in¬ 
structing riders, he was given 
a British Empire Medal for 
services to motorcycle safety, 
which was described as his 
“proudest moment.” He was 
also a keen scrambling spec¬ 
tator and loved the Wild and 
Woolly event. He was also a 
lifelong Northampton Town 
football fan. 

Mr Crane is survived by his 
wife Margaret, who he mar¬ 
ried on June 24,1944. They 
had one daughter, Wendy, 
a granddaughter Luisa, and 
great-grandaughter Olivia. 

Luisa said: “Syd started 
working part-time for the 
county’s Road Safety team 
in 1964 as an instructor for 
the Auto Cycle Union train¬ 
ing scheme. He worked every 
day of the week until the age 
of 79, getting countless bik¬ 
ers through their compulso¬ 
ry basic training. In fact, the 
only reason he stopped was 
because the council could no 
longer insure him. 

“By that time, he’d dedicat¬ 
ed more than 40 years to be¬ 
ing a motorcycle instructor. If

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Blind teenager and 
mother to run marathon

A teenager from Northamp¬ 
ton who pledged to finish a 
London Marathon when she 
started to lose her sight is 
now preparing to run the 26 
miles blind. 

Charlotte Webber’s eyesight 
had been deteriorating from 
the age of four, and at age 
nine she was registered blind, 
though she still had some vi¬ 
sion. 

Then when she was n,she 
was diagnosed with Retinitis 
Pigmentosa (RP), a degenera¬ 
tive eye disease. 

In 2007 her mum, Lucy, ran 
the London Marathon to raise 
funds for a local charity which 
supports visually-impaired 
youngsters. That was when 
Charlotte said she would like 
to do the same when she was 
old enough. 

Lucy said: “Charlotte said 
if she couldn’t see by then I’d 
have to be her guide. 

“I hoped we wouldn’t be 
at the stage of me having to 
guide her or that she’d change 
her mind or forget about her 
pledge. Sadly she lost the re¬ 
mainder of her sight just be¬ 


fore her 14th birthday, leaving 
her with only light perception, 
but she hasn’t given up on the 
marathon.” 

Lucy and Charlotte, now 
18, will be raising funds and 
awareness for the charity, RP 
Fighting Blindness. They have 
already raised more than two 
thirds of their target of £3,000. 

Lucy said: “Neither of us 
are runners so it’s a massive 
undertaking, but it’s some¬ 
thing that we feel is impor¬ 
tant, especially if it means 


that other people won’t have 
to experience what Charlotte 
went through.” 

Most of Charlotte’s mara¬ 
thon training is on a treadmill, 
but when she runs with her 
mum they use a wrist strap to 
keep together. 

Lucy said: “Crossing the 
finish line together will be a 
big achievement and a very 
proud moment for both of us.”

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Tribute to ‘Bill at The Flower Shop’ 



Tributes have been paid to 'a 
proud Northamptonian’ who 
ran a shop in Abington Grove 
until a few days before he 
died, aged 84. 

William G Wilkinson, known 
as Bill, bought the shop in the 
1960s and it had many incar¬ 
nations. Initially it was a Poo¬ 
dle Parlour, then it a was a 
greengrocer and then, finally, 
it was The Flower Shop. 

His daughter, Belinda 
Clark, said her father always 
felt he was a true Northamp¬ 
tonian: “1929 was a harsh 
winter, the water pipes had 
frozen and Bill’s dad, Vesta, 
had to run down to Becket’s 
Well to draw water to boil for 
the birth. 

Therefore he believed he 
was a true Northamptonian as 
he was cleansed in the waters 
that flowed through North¬ 
ampton. He always felt this 
was a great blessing,” she said. 

“Bill had a colourful life, 
not meaning that he ever fell 
foul of the law, he didn’t; he 
was a very moral and upstand¬ 
ing person, but rather mean¬ 
ing that he had many ventures 
in his life and always stood out 


‘He had a heart 
of gold and a 
great sense 
of humour’ 

as an unconventional, warm 
and larger-than-life charac¬ 
ter who always sought to turn 
mishaps into opportunities 
and taught his children to do 
exactly the same,” she added. 

Mr Wilkinson had a great 
love of animals and was a 
pigeon fancier at the age of 
nine and began a lifelong 
membership of Semilong 
Working Men’s Club. “Dad 
was also a keen member 
of the Northampton Past 
Facebook Group where he 
could keep in touch with 
Northamptonian people and 
share a love and a great pride 
in the Northampton of the 
past, rekindling long held 
memories and affections of 
wonderful places in the town 
that no longer exist,” she said. 

Mr Wilkinson married the 
love of his life, Flo, in April 
1955. They had four children

who gave them 10 grandchil¬ 
dren, as well as 10 great grand¬ 
children. 

“He adored them and they 
all were besotted and be¬ 
witched by him, always when 
they saw him a great shout off 
‘GPap’ went up and they would 
run to him to be enfolded in 
his arms and be tickled by his 
whiskers,” Belinda added. 

Selling flowers and plants 
became a passion of Mr 
Wilkinson and he was loved 
within the community. 

“People used to come in to 
see him and tell him all their 
ills and troubles and he would 
soothe them away with his 


own special brand of humour 
and would try always to get 
them to laugh their troubles 
away as he always did. 

“Bill will be remembered 
by his family for the depth of 


his love and warmth of person¬ 
ality which was all encompass¬ 
ing and supportive. He will be 
remembered by the local com¬ 
munity as the business with 
a heart of gold and a fantastic 


sense of humour, always wel¬ 
coming, ready for a chat and to 
dispense wisdom and humour 
to all,” Belinda added. 

Mr Wilkinson’s funeral was 
held on February 21.
